teacher.  The  BYU  program  pro- 
vides for  no  debt  cancellation. 

In  announcing  the  loan  prog- 
ram last  August,  President  Wil- 
kinson listed  four  reasons  which 
motivated  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  take  action. 

1.  THE  FF:dER.'\L  government 
does  not  have  any  money  of  its 
own  to  loan  students.  It  obtains 
that  money  only  by  taxes  from 
its  citizens.  Loans  are  therefore 
in  reality  forced  loans  from  some 
citizens  to  others. 

2.  The  Church  realizes  tliat  to 
the  extent  the  federal  govern- 
ment advances  funds  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  there  will  ulti- 
mately be  federal  control.  In  the 
case  education,  this  would  be 
unthinkable. 

3.  UNDER  THE  extremely  lib- 
eral terms  outlined  in  the  legis- 
lation. students  would  be  encour- 
aged to  go  into  debt  more  than 
they  would  actually  need  to  fin- 
ish their  education. 

4.  The  cost  of  providing  funds 
for  education  should  be  done  by 


BYU  Officer 
Cites  Need 
For  Safety 

“Driving  is  a privilege  and  not 
a right.  If  you  drive,  prove  that 
you  deserve  the  privilege,* *’  Brig- 
ham Young  University  Traffic 
Officer  Gerald  Mathews  advised 
students,  Monday. 

College  students  should  be 
deeply  concerned  over  their  own 
driving  habits,  as  well  as  those 
of  their  fellow  students,  contin- 
ued Mathews. 

“ACCORDING  to  the  Nation- 
al Safety  Council,  more  college 
age  people  are  killed  each  year 
by  accidents  than  by  all  diseases 
and  other*  causes  combined,’’ 
added  the  traffic  official. 

Mathews  observed. that  about! 
70  per  cent  of  all  accident  deaths 
in  the  age  span  of  45*24  are  mo- 
tor vehicle  accidents. 

“Today’s  students  are  tomor- 
row’s leaders,  and  they  should 
set  examples  of  the  best  driving 
practices  for  their  own  safety  i 
and  for  others  to  follow,’’  said 
Mathews. 

SPEAKING  FOR  the  Campus 
Safety  Association,  the  officer 
urged  students  to  follow  these 
rules: 

Know  and  strictly  obey  state 
and  local  driving  laws. 

Demonstrate  your  maturity  by 
refusing  to  "show  off”  when 
you’re  behind  the  wheel. 

DON’T  RIDE  with  an  imma- 
ture, reckless  driver.  His  i>ext 
accident  may  be  your  last! 

For  safety’s  sake,  slow  down 
and  live. 

Give  yourself  plenty  of  time 
to  get  where  you’re  going  on  that, 
holiday  or  vacation  trip. 

Observe  posted  limits. 

SLOW  DOWN  when  you  come 
to  a built  up  area. 

Keep  alert  for  stop,  slow  and 
other  traffic  signs;  they  protect 
you. 

REDUCE  speed  when  indicat- 
ed by  heavy  traffic,  rain,  road 
construction  and  similar  hazards. 

Pass  with  caution;  impatience 
can  cost  your  life. 

Maintain  safe  stopping  dis- 
tance— always! 


Ever  sit  in  a classroom  and  anxiously  wait  for  that 
last  minute  to  pass?  It's  just  one  minute.  One  minute — 
only  a fragment  in  an  hour  glass. 

yET,  IT  is  time  for  you  to  walk  from  the  McKay 
Building  to  nearby  Smith  Family  Living  Center. 

. . , Time  enough  to  type  100  words. 

...  A 60-second  intermission  in  which  to  read  “Pea- 
nuts” six  times. 

. . . And  it  s — a rapid  mile  traveled  by  an  auto  mov- 
ing at  60  miles  per  hour. 

IT’S  JUST  one  minute,  only  it  and  nine  of  its  brothers 
provide  a miximum  period  for  a certain  phantom  figure  to 
claim  another  human  life  in  a fatal  traffic  accident. 

Information  in  Collier’s  1959  Yearbook  shows  that 
during  Christmas  season  this  time  last  year,  in  a meager 
four-day  period,  one  person  died  every  10  minutes. 

BUT,  YOU  are  alive!  Then,  let’s  consider  you.  When 
the  longed-for  bell  finally  sounds  “finish”  to  this  quarter 
of  education  and  week  of  exams,  about  10,200  of  you  will 
feel  a great  relief  from  your  college  load.  You  will  most 
likely  feel  exactly  as  you  exclaim:  “Boy,  am  I ever  beat!” 

Yes — you  will  be  “beat.”  Mental  strain  will  have 
caused  physical  fatigue.  You  will  be  “beat.”  Yet,  all  this 
mad  dashing  will  only  have  placed  you  on  third  base- 
now  you  “must”  accelerate  home. 

FIRST,  THOUGH,  consider  the  following:  ' 

1.  Be  properly  rested.  Try  for  an  early-morning 
start — after  a full  night’s  -sleep.  This  means  no 
late  “Good-by”  dates. 

2.  HAVE  AN  “educated”  road  trip.  Keep  safe  speeds 
— for  you,  your  car,  and  all  kinds  of  roads.  Plan 
for  rest  stops  when  you  can  get  out  and  stretch. 

3.  Have  control  of  yourself.  You  know  what  kind  of 
driver  you  arc.  And  when  you  are  a rider,  know 
the  driver. 

4.  HAVE  CONTROL  of  your  car.  It  should  be  in. 
extra-special  condition,  having  had  its  winter 
physical  from  bumper  to  bumper. 

D.  Have  Qpntrol  of  the  road.  Know  its  areas,  watch 
for  signs  and  notice  approaching  autos. 

GI\’E  FULL  attention  to  driving.  Dobbin  used  to 
wear  blinders  to  keep  both  mind  and  sight  on  the  road. 
Blinders  might  help  auto  drivers.  Remember  to  forget  irri- 
tations of:  glare  of  car  lights,  honking  of  cars  behind  you, 
and  slower  cars  ahead. 

Never  try  to  “get  even”  with  the  other  fellow;  you 
may  succeed.  . . and  be  laid  even  with  him  on  the  roadside. 
No,  you  would  never  think  of  hurting  another  person— 
don’t  hurt  yourself  either. 

THAT  QUIET  minute  between  buildings,  or  used  on 
the  road  to  cover  a mile — that  fragment  of  an  hour- 
may  not  have  been  so  quiet  for  you  last  Christmas.  . ,
